Attorney Albert A. Stasel who was 


appointed receiver of the defunct New- 
ark Savings Bank company to succeed 
the late W. G. Taafel, who committed 
suicide by drowning, filed his report 
Thursday of the condition of affairs as 
he found them at the bank, with the 
Court of Common Pleas. The duties 
of the receiver are to marshal the as- 
sets of the bank, collect every dollar 
due and declare any dividend, which 
the facts and figures warrant. 


Mr. Stase! said that if everything 


went along as it has so far, he would 
be able to declare a substantial divi- 
dend to creditors of the bank ea^ly in 
October. 
7he facts set forth in 


the report will be laid before Prose- 
cutor James R Fitzgibbon, to take 
what action he deems best in regard to 
Mr. Lingafelter's transaction as cash- 
ier of the bank. Mr. Stasei also stated 
that there were 
n-.auy facts which 


were yet immature, but that so far as 
was in his power anyone interested 
would be given every opportunity to 
find for himself the condition of the 
bank, as shown by the ix>oks. The re- 
port of the receiver is given in this 
paper. 


Prosecutor James R. Kitzgibbon wa* 


asked Thursday what action he expect- 
ed to take in regard to causing the ar- 
rest of Mr. Langafelter on the strength 
of the facts set forth in ihe receiver'.-;

date, failure to make entries of depos- 
its of money or withdrawals, writing 
incorrect sums in the body of certifi- 
cates, in one instance a deposit of $2 
was written two hundred, and in an- 
other the deposit of $700 was written 
seven dollars: when the issue and re- 
demption occurred in one day, and this 
frequently happened, the journal en- 
tries were usually made, but posting 
the transaction on the ledger appears 
lo have been regarded as useless. 


In many instances duplicates of cer- 


tificates were issued upon the simple 
claim that the originals were lost or 
im°]aid, which afforded the bank no 
protection against possible payment of 
bo^h, and losses were sustained in this 
w.iv in several instances.

It has been necessary to prove every 


transaction, and much time was con- 
slimed in this way, and your receiver 
ha?, but in tho last few days arrived 
at an intelligent approximation of the 
liabilities of the company. 


As to the assets, the appraisement 


speaks for itsself, but there are some 
matters which had as well be reported 
in more detail. 


"Schedule D," cash found by the re 


ceiver when he tool: charge, ?1,168.59, 
is subject to the following explana- 
tion-. 


The January, 1&04, statement of the 


bank rhows cash on hand ?27,<>55 45. 


This was verified at the time by the 


board of directors and with this as a 
starting point, and taking into account 
the receipts and disbursements of cash 
as shown by the journal from that day 
to May 20, 1904, when the bank dosed 
business, 
would show 
the sum of 


$7,927.02 to be on hand at the clos" 
of business that day. 


This num consisted of cash 
c,lips, 


checks, etc., which had been carried as 
cash for a long time, and counted as 
cash January, 1904, including a $500 


shortage in actual cash carried from 
a former date, insurance premiums 
paid upon policies held as collateral, 
two shares of stock or more owned by 
the bank, including about the sum of 
$4.042.51 of 
th3 cashier's 
personal 


checks, cash slips, etc., covering a con- 
siderable time, :ind never entered to 
his account by the bank and is no part 
of his overdraft. 


Counting these various items car- 


ried and counted cash, added to the 
sum of cash actually t found, would 
make within a few hundred dollars of 
the amount that should be on hand 


This difference however, may be ac- 


counted for by the failure of the cash 
tc balance frequently at the end of the 
davs* business and it was out on one 
occasion to the extent of over $100.00, 
at another of $78.00. 


These differences in cash balances 


were, however, suubtracted from the 
long side, and taken no more account 
of, except to balance a possible future 
difference on. the other side of the ac- 
count. 


These differences in th? day's cish 


balances have never been a matter of 
much concern for a great many years, 
thus it becomes almost impossible to 


a correct statement of cash 
up 


ovcount. 


It does not, therefore, appear that 


a greater eum of cash should have 
beon in the vault, when Ihe receiver 
took charge than was found. 


Again, the 
matter of 
overdrafts, 


which seem, excessive for a bank with 
a small paid up stock. 


On the 7rti da\ of July, 1902, Mr. J. 


F. Lingafelter, having need of cash for 
the building association of which he 
was at that time secretary, charged to 
himself on the journal of the! bank as 
"Sec. H. B. G? A." the sum of $10,000, 
find crediteci tc William E. Xiller, 
treasurer of the Homestead Building 
si'd Savings eonmany, upon the same 
clay the sum of $10,000, and entered the 
same in the pass book of the associa- 
tion to its credit. Upon the 22d Jay ot 
July, 1903, $4,000 was charged 
and 


credited in like manner. 


Thse entr>s 
were 
posted in the 


ledger by opening a new account be- 
tween the bank and Mr. Lingafelter, 
upon which new account no entries 
were made prior to the one of §10,000 
ribove mentioned. 


ITr. Lingafelter had no account for 


some time, prior to this transaction 
with the 
Lank as secretary of the 


Homestead Building and Savings com- 
pany, to which account these entries 
were not cairied. 


This old account is likewise over- 


drawn in a small sum. This new ac- 
count above referred to has had no 
credit entries save three items aggre- 
gating $19.80 


This $14/'f10 went to the association 


upon demand of the state inspector of 
building associations. 


Mr. Lingafelter is overdrawn in his 


personal accounts, as shown by the 
inventory in the sum of ?12,04f.09. 


This account has been overddrawn 


from May. Vi02, to January, 190I5, and 
from Febuan, 1903, to date, and no

The Balbn, the Tube* and the Mark,

There are many different uses for' 
herrnomettvs and as many different 
tyles as uses.

LS these thermometers, must be reg-

lan. The men who do this part of the 
vork have to be highly paid. 
The marking of the degrees ou the 
ollow tube is the step next in im- 
ortance in the making of the little 
urse and blessing.

Thermometers are apt 


o deteriorate in value as they age, 
wing to a contraction of the glass of 
he bulb. The amount of the error can 
c determined by immersing the bulb 
n melting ice and making a mark for 
he new freezing point. To insure the 
accuracy of thermometers the rnaau- 
actnrers usually store them for a year, 
esting them from time to time.—New 
t'ork Tribune.

It In a Serious Art, as a Mistake May 


Mean an Insult. 


Like the arranging of flowers, the 


tying of knots has been carried to the 
point of a complex art by the Japa- 
nese. 
There is one way—one right 


way, 
that is—to knot the cord that 


confines a birthday or New Year's pres- 
ent. Thpre is one way to tie the bro- 
cade bag of the tea jar when the lat- 
ter is empty and another when it is 
full. 
Kot only general ignorance of 


social customs but deadly insults may 
be communicated by the way a knot is 
tied, foreigners often making dreadful 
mistakes either through not knowing 
or from ignoring the niceties of knot 
etiquette. 


Hooks and eyes, buttons and buckles 


are unknown so far as Japanese dress 
is concerned. They do not have uracb 
to fasten, but what they do have they 
fasten with cord. That is why they 
have carried the tying of cord so far. 
The Japanese have hundreds of orna- 
mental knots, some o'f them so old that 
they antedate written history. 


Japanese children are taught to make 


knots just as they are taught to write 
and draw. 
All sorts of flower and 


animal forms are copied. There is the 
chrysanthemum knot, the iris knot, 
plum blossom, pine tree and cherry 
blossom knots. There is a stork knot, 
a turtle knot, a knot named for the 
sacred mountain Fujiyama. An easy 
knot is called the "old man's knot." 
There is also an "old woman's knot."' 


SALT AND ICE. 


fie Process That Begins When tbe 


Two Are Mixed. 


It is not correct to say that salt dis- 


solves ice, since real solution only take's 
place when a solid, liquid or gas is 
dissolved in a liquid. 


The true explanation of the f«ot that 


ice melts when common salt is added 
to it depends upon the simple physical 
principle that when a salt is. dissolved 
in water heat is absorbed, and its tem- 
perature is lowered. 
When salt and 


ice are mixed together some of the salt 
dissolves in the small amount of wa- 
ter "which is always present, the tem- 
perature is thereby lowered, and a new 
reezing point is established. 
The remainder of the ice—being at a 
:emperature higher than this new 
reezing point—slowly melts, and more 
salt is dissolved until the solution is 
saturated. The temperature can in this 
way be lowered to 22 degrees C., which 
s the freezing point of a definite com- 
pound of salt and water. 


The salts dissolved in sea waters 


serve a very important purpose, as it 
requires a greater degree of cold to 
cause the formation of ice on them 
than on fresh water.

The Chinese Once Used Small Bronze 


Knives For Money. 


Knife money, a species of ancient 


Chinese currency, was associated with 
the state of Ts'i, one of the most pow- 
erful of the early subdivisions of the 
Celestial Empire, which came into pow- 
er B. C. 1122 and was subdued by the 
rival state of Ts'in, B. C. '224. This 
quaint form of money consisted of 
small curved bronse knives, some seven 
inches in length, with inscribed blades 
and handles terminating in rings. 


This knife money dropped out of use 


with the reduction of Ts'i, but was re- 
vived by the usurper Wang Mang, who 
was murdered A. D. 23. The issues of 
this potentate were half as long again 
as the earlier currency. They were also 
much thicker, and the ring at the end of 
the handle was replaced by a rim and 
central square hole resembling the hole 
in the modern "cash." Other Chinese 
currencies of great antiquity and of 
similar sort were adze money, or small 
hatchets, with such varieties of tool 
currency as chisels, spades and planes, 
all of which passed from hand to hand 
in the ordinary way as a circulathi; 
medium. 


THE WORD "HANDICAP." 


it Comes From the Ancient Custom 


of Hand In the 
Cap. 


In former days a "handicap" was 


conducted thus: A, wishing for some- 
thing which belonged to B, say a horse, 
would offer his watch for it. 
If A 


agreed, C was chosen to fix the sum- 
that should be given by one or the other 
to make the exchange fair. 


The three then put down a stake, and 


A and B, each holding a piece of mon- 
ey, put their hands into a cap or hat, 
or into their pockets, while C, enlarg- 
ing on the respective merits of the 
horse and watch, made his award in as 
rapid and complex a manner as possi- 
ble, ending it with the words, "Draw, 
gentlemen!" 


A and B instantly drew out and open- 


ed their hands. If inorjpy appeared in 
both the exchange was made: if in one 
only, or in neither, the award was off, 
and in every case C took the stakes. 


The modern use of handicap has aris 


en from the employment of experts to 
make fair conditions for a race in 
which the competitors are of unequa 
age or power.

DUCKS AND THUNDER. 


Tbe Possible Origin of an Ancient 


Enfclluli Eipre»»lon. 


The phrase, "like a dying duck in a 


thunderstorm," probably originated in 
the peculiar susceptibility exhibited by 
these birds to electrical disturbances. 
They hang- their heads at such times 
and turn up their eyes iu the most 
comically pathetic fashion, giving a 
faint die away quack now and again, 
as though they had quite made up their 
minds that their last hour had come, 
but were resigned. • They are thus pre- 
cisely typical of people whose submis- 
sion, more or less forced, is made main- 
ly with an eye to effect. 


This susceptibility seems to be in- 


herent in ducks, for their eggs in course 
of hatching are spoiled by a thunder- 
storm when hens' eggs escape. 


It is worth noting in this connection 


that Shakespeare in "Timon of Athens" 
says, "We, poor mates, stand on this 
dying deck." It is just possible that 
this may be the real origin of the 
phrase, as it refers to the sinking of a 
ship during a thuhderstorm, and deck 
may have been carelessly recast as 
duck.—London Answers.

Noon or 12-30 is the universal 


for the strictly Parisian lunch, 
commences with "liors d'oeuvres," ap- 
petizers eaten with butter — the only 
time butter is ever served on a Frenca' 
table. 


The endless variety of "hors d'oeu- 


vres" would fill a volume — sardines, 
shrimps, olives, radishes. Tiny salads 
of every description are included among 
them. 


An egg or fish course follows, and 


the various ways in which both are 
cooked would also fill a volume. Next 
the meat is served— beef, mutton, lamb 
or veal— accompanied by one vegetable 
or a salad. If a -vegetable, the salad 
follows as a separate course with fowl, 
game or cold meat ot" some kind. If a 
salad is the accessory for the meat then 
some vegetable comes after it as a 
single course preceding the cheese— 
ne%-er omitted — and which with fruit 
of some kind forms the dessert. Be- 
tween the salad and cheese course a 
sweet dish, an "entremet," consisting 
of a custard, cream, tart or the like, is 
often served, but cheese and fruit are 
usually allowed the honors of the ordi- 
nary average luncheon dessert topped 
off with a good cup of coffee and a tiny 
glass of some liqueur.

Pitiful Letter From a Jew at Port 
.. 
Arthur— Would "Wfctcom* Xteath. 
A letter from Abraham Strauss, a 


Jewish soldier in'the Russian army at 
Port Arthur, has been received by B. 
Fine, a prominent merchant of Fulton, 
Mo., says the New York Times. Strauss 
end Fine were born in the same Rus 
sian village. 


The letter, which is dated June 17, 


tells a pitiful tale of the hardships that 
are being undergone by the Russian 
soldiers. A translation of part of the 
letter reads: 


"Several "months ago I was taken as 


a soldier by 'the Russian army, was at 
once sent to the" front and am now at 
Port Arthur, one of a Company of 800. 
As soon as they took us from the re- 
cruiting office they sent us to lalesvtit- 
got, and from there dispatched us to 
Sevastopol, where we stayed fifteen 
days, and were all sent together to Port 
Arthur. The trip took forty-eight days 
by rail, and at the end of the journey 
we were so fatigued that our friends 
hardly knew us when we arrived. 


"Food we get once in twenty-four 


hours, and then very little—too much 
to starve on, but hardly enough to live 
on. The few kopecks that I had when 
1 left home are all gone, and I have 
not one kopeck left. You know how it 
is to be a Russian soldier without 
money, a Jew especially. It is a hard- 
ship that I cannot describe. 


"We got in here on Feb. 10, and the
